(57) Scope of the claim for the utility model 

The invention relates to a device for cooling pistons, characterized in that the piston 1 has a 
ring-shaped cooling chamber 3 at the head end, whereby the inlet bore 6 that lies opposite the 
cooling nozzle, and the outlet bores 7, are located on the lower wall 5 of this cooling chamber 3, 
and a guide body 8 is fitted into the piston, which body diverts the lubricant oil ejected by the 
cooling nozzle onto the outside of the cooling chamber, in a changed direction. 

Simple explanation of the figures 

Figure 1 provides the cross-section through the entry opening of conventional pistons. Figure 2 
illustrates the cross-section according to the present invention. Figure 3 shows the 
corresponding view from below. Figure 4 shows a cross-section through the entry opening. 
Figure 5 shows a cross-section through the entry opening of another exemplary embodiment.
